And alfoe 
for a grear time together, harh layen 1n fetrers of [ron, vpon both handes 
andleg>; and ſoit hath pleated God, inregard of the exceeding grearnefle 
of his tore puniſhment , and miſery which he bath layen under, tre bring 
bodily weaknetſe upon him, and a heavy and dangerons ficknetle, which 
he harh laid many monerhs rogerher, which hath brought him many rimes 
even to deaths doore, which yer with weaknefle and patience , hee hath 
undergone, though hee rather hath deſired ro haue choſcn preſent death, 
then to haue felr che conſtant bitternes, of thoſe bodily rorments, & paines; 
which in this miſerable condition, he hath groned vnder. 
Now foralmuch as your petitioner hath 1n all humble manner beſought
